IT IS UNLAWFUL ...\ 


To hunt, shoe t or trap without having a license and such license must be carried on the person. 

To hunt game on Sunday. 

To hunt migratory game birds before noon on the opening day and earlier than one-half hour before sunrise 
or later than one-half hour after sunset during the season. 

To use weapons using ball cartridge when hunting ducks and geese. 

To use boats in the hunting of migratory game birds on Whitewater Lake and adjoining marshes. 

To carry or discharge a rifle using ball cartridge in any marsh during the open season for game birds. 

To hunt any game birds with a shotgun unless the magazine has been permanently plugged or altered so that it 
cannot carry more than two shells in the magazine. 

To use a power boat of any kind in any marsh frequented by game birds, except in designated channels or water 
routes. 

To use any contrivance for taking game birds known as monitors, sunken punts, batteries or night lights or boats 
propelled not by hand. 

To have for use more than one shotgun while hunting waterfowl. 

To use a shotgun of larger than Number ten gauge. 

To hunt migratory game birds by the use or aid of baiting with grain or other artificial food. 

To have wild ducks and geese in possession later than the 31st of March following the close of the last open season. 

To use live decoys. 

To kill any birds other than goshawks, sharp-shinned hawks, Arctic owls, crows, magpies, cowbirds, blackbirds 
(grackles) and house or English sparrows. 

To destroy or take the eggs of any birds protected by the Game and Fisheries Act. 

To hunt big game with a .22 calibre rifle, requiring a rim fire cartridge. 

To trap or take big game by means of nightlights of any description, traps, nets, snares, baited line or other similar 
contrivances. 

To ship big game later than seven days after close of season. 

To use or be accompanied by a dog while hunting big game. 

To hunt big game unless clothed in a complete outer suit and cap of some white or bright red material. 

To carry a loaded firearm in or on or discharge from any vehicle, aircraft, horse-back or flush or hunt game birds 
with or from a motor vehicle or aircraft or any boat propelled by steam, gasoline or other mechanical power. 
Throughout Canada, no person shall, while hunting migratory game birds, have with him more than one 
shotgun at one time. 

To use snares or have material for making same except on land owned, occupied and fenced. 

To have game of any kind in any camp used for commercial purposes. 

To act as guide without first obtaining a license. 

For a guide while employed as such to kill or take game. 

To train more than one dog for hunting, without a license. 

To purchase or obtain by barter from any Indian the flesh of game. 

To molest or destroy a den or usual place of habitation of any fur-bearing animal other than wolf, or to destroy 
any muskrat or beaver houses or beaver dams except in season, or to shoot or spear any muskrat, beaver or otter. 

To deal in the skins or pelts of fur-bearing animals without a license. 

To purchase or upon any pretence or upon any device sell, trade, barter or in any way whatsoever deal in unprime 
skins or pelts of fur-bearing animals. 

To have raw pelts in possession ten days after close season without a holding permit. 

To set or use poison in any manner, shape or form for the purpose of taking fur-bearing animals. 

To export any game, skins or pelts of fur-bearing animals without the necessary export permit. 

To buy, sell, deal or traffic in any game or part thereof. 


LICENSE RETURNS 

You are LEGALLY required to return 
your game license within thirty days after 
the close of the season in which you hunted. 

This is more than a mere legal technicality. 
In order to assess game populations and pro¬ 
vide for better hunting, the Game Branch 
must have a reliable record of hunting 
pressure. 

The return of your license, properly com¬ 
pleted, is the ONLY way an accurate record 
of hunter success can be obtained.

JUVENILES HUNTING 

Game Bird: A boy must be 14 years or over 
before he can obtain a game bird license. 
If he is 14, 15 or 16 years of age, the license 
must be marked by the vendor “VALID 
ONLY IF ACCOMPANIED BY AN 
ADULT.” No R.C.M.P. permit is required. 

Big Game: A boy must be 16 years or over 
before he can obtain a big game license. 
If he is 16, 17 or 18 years of age, the license 
must be marked by the vendor “VALID 
ONLY IF ACCOMPANIED BY AN 
ADULT.” No R.C.M.P. permit is required. 

LOSE YOUR LICENSE? 

LOST LICENSES 

If a hunter or trapper loses his license and 
wishes to continue hunting or trapping as 
the case may be, another license must be 

PURCHASED. 

Under these circumstances, no refunds 
will be made. 



Hunters are requested to observe the 
rights of owners, with regard to private land. 

Permission must be obtained from the 
owner before entering private property. 
Most farmers will readily grant permission 
to hunt over their lands if requested. 

Put yourself in the other fellow’s place, 
and respect his property rights. You’ll be 
welcomed back next time, and you may 
prevent another “No Hunting” sign from 
being erected. 






ATTENTION NON-RESIDENT HUNTERS 


PURCHASE OF LICENSES 
U.S. HUNTERS 

Non-resident Bird and Deer licenses may 
be purchased at Canadian ports of entry to 
Manitoba or at sporting goods stores at 
Portage la Prairie, Brandon, Dauphin and 
The Pas. 

Non-resident MOOSE licenses may ONLY 
be obtained at Swan River, Game Branches 
at Winnipeg and The Pas. 

All non-resident game licenses may be 
obtained in advance from the Game Branch, 
Winnipeg, by forwarding Bank Draft or 
Money Order for amount of license payable 
in Canadian funds. 

EXPORT REQUIREMENTS 
U.S. HUNTERS 

A certificate of the U.S. Consul and a U.S. 
custom declaration for entry of game 
animals and birds (Form 3315) must accom¬ 
pany all shipments of game entering the U.S. 
from Canada. United States sportsmen 
should procure these at their Customs when 
entering Canada. 

U.S. licensees are cautioned to obtain 
full information from their own State 
regarding their import regulations. 

Not more than a total of twenty (20) 
ducks may be exported from Manitoba to 
the U.S.A. 

Migratory game birds cannot be shipped 
out of the Province except during the season 
or within FIVE (5) days after the close of the 
season. 

All dressed waterfowl exported to United 
States must have the head, head plumage 
and feet left attached in accordance with 
United States federal regulations. 


PURCHASE OF LICENSE 
CANADIAN AND BRITISH SUBJECT 
HUNTERS 

To be eligible for a resident license, a 
British Subject must have resided in this 
Province for ONE MONTH immediately 
prior to application. All other applicants 
require SIX MONTHS’ residency with the 
exception that residents of ONTARIO, 
SASKATCHEWAN, ALBERTA and 
BRITISH COLUMBIA are entitled to a 
resident game bird license in Manitoba on 
production of their game bird License of their 
Province for the current year, the number of 
which must be quoted on their Manitoba 
license and stub. THIS RECIPROCAL 
AGREEMENT DOES NOT APPLY TO 
BIG GAME. 

REGULATIONS CONCERNING 
FIREARMS AND DOGS 
U.S. HUNTERS 

A recent amendment to the Criminal Code 
of Canada makes it no longer necessary to 
obtain a permit to bring firearms into Canada 
for the purpose of hunting. It should be 
understood that this does not preclude the 
necessity of reporting such firearms at the 
border point of entry. 

All dogs for entry into Canada from the 
United States shall be accompanied by a 
certificate signed by a veterinary inspector 
of the U.S. Bureau of Animal Husbandry 
or a certificate signed by a licensed veter¬ 
inarian of the State of origin. 


RETURN OF GAME LICENSES 

You are LEGALLY required to return 
your game license within thirty days after 
the close of the season in which you hunted.
